That the law
as it appears in section twenty-seven hundred twenty-seven-a-twenty-three
(2727-2-23) of the supplement to the code is hereby amended by striking
therefrom, after the word ‘‘or”’ in the twelfth line the words ‘‘secure addi-
tional skilled assistance before the adoption of the plans of the state archi-
tect’”’, and inserting in lieu thereof the following: ‘‘may procure plans,
specifications and drawings from other architects’.
